Olympic torch is ready to light up the region 


Towns and cities across the Black 
Country are celebrating as the full 
Olympic Torch route has been 
unveiled, bringing the iconic flame to 
the region as part of a national relay 
ahead of the London 2012 games. 

Attractions including canals at the 
Black Country Living Museum in 
Dudley will be visited - and the tour 
will work its way through the Mid¬ 
lands before the relay culminates 
with a special evening of celebrations 
during an overnight stay in Birming¬ 
ham city centre. 

The torch will be in Staffordshire 
on May 30 and then again on June 30 
before heading through the Black 
Country region. It will first pass

Wheatcroft, at Black Country Living Museum, Dudley It will then be taken through Wil- 



lenhall before heading to Wolver¬ 
hampton and then on to Dudley via 
the Black Country Living Museum 
prior to heading to Oldbury, West 
Bromwich and Smethwick 

At the Black Country Living 
Museum, the torch bearer will take 
the flame on a trip along the canal in 
the Stour boat, as well as ride on the 
historic tram line through the 
popular attraction. 

Museum chief executive Andrew 
Lovett said: “I feel so proud to 
welcome the Olympic Torch to the 
Black Country Living Museum, on 
behalf of the region.” 

Dudley Council leader Les Jones 
added: “I’m absolutely delighted. The 
Olympics is a major event that you 
don’t normally get to see, so for people 
to be able to get so close to a part of it 


is marvellous.” 

Wyre Forest District Council chair¬ 
man Councillor Steve Clee said he 
was “delighted”. 

“It will put Wyre Forest on the map 
— we are only the second council in 
Worcestershire to be visited so it is a 
big deal for us,” he said 

The relay will pass through Willen- 
hall before heading to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton where a number of celebration 
events will be staged. 

Councillor Elias Mattu, Wolver¬ 
hampton City Council’s Cabinet 
Member for Leisure and Communi¬ 
ties, said: “Over the years Wolver¬ 
hampton has produced many 
sportsmen and women who have rep¬ 
resented the city on the national and 
international stage, and it is fitting 
tribute to them.”

Council plans 
to cut £12.8m 
from budget 

Dudley Council plans to cut £12.8m from its budget over 
the next two years. 

Outline plans have been released as part of a public con¬ 
sultation, including the introduction of new roadside 
parking charges in Dudley and Stourbridge, where shop¬ 
pers can currently park for free for up to two hours. 

The council also plans to increase bereavement service 
costs. The announcment follows the news that more than 
500 people have expressed an interest in taking redun¬ 
dancy at Dudley Council next year. 

The launch of the second year of a redundancy pro¬ 
gramme which will see around 200 positions go by April 
2013. Following an announcement in January, the local 
authority has already shed more than 400 jobs this year as 
part of a bid to save £22 million. 

The move is part of wider plans to axe 800 jobs over the 
next three years. Council bosses have revealed they have 
already received a inquiries from workers thinking about 
leaving in the second year of the redundancy programme 
in 2012/2013 including some from workers who are not eli¬ 
gible to leave as the council cannot get rid of their position. 

Deputy leader of the council, councillor Tim Wright, 
said: “We are going through the process of compiling the 
information on expressions of interest in voluntary redun¬ 
dancy but in excess of 500 expressions have been received. 

“This includes around 100 requests from employees cur¬ 
rently in excluded posts who would like to be considered 
should the situation change”. 

As part of the council’s redundancy scheme 400 jobs were 
earmarked to go in year one, this year, with 200 for each of 
the following financial years. Last year the number of com¬ 
pulsory redundancies made at the council came in at 56 
and bosses say that will remain a last resort in any future 
staff savings over the coming year.

A murder investigation has been 
started following the death of a 47- 
year-old man at his home in Dudley. 

Kevin Jones was pronounced dead at the 
scene in Woodside and his 74-year-old 
mother Jean Jones taken to hospital with 
leg injuries following the incident. A man 
has appeared in court charged with 
murder. 

It was not clear how Mr Jones was killed. Police 
patrols have been stepped up in the streets sur¬ 
rounding the house to provide reassurance to 
local families. William Spence, aged 38, of Full- 
wood Crescent, Dudley, is accused of murdering 
Mr Jones and assaulting his mother at the 
Buxton Road house at around 10.10pm on Satur¬ 
day. He appeared at Dudley Magistrates Court 
where he was remanded in custody to appear at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Cordoned 

Neighbours spoke of their shock over the 
tragedy as the house, just yards from The New 
Testament Church of God, which was cordoned 
off for forensic investigations. 

One resident, who did not wish to be named, 
said: “It is a real shock that something like this 
has happened around here. Usually it is such a 
quiet place. 

“At first I thought it might have been some¬ 
thing like kids messing about with fireworks, it 
being the bonfire weekend. But obviously it has 
turned out to be something far more serious.” 

A family friend, who did not wish to be named, 
said: “Jean is not very well and staying with 
friends. Everyone is distraught.” 

Neighbours say Mrs Jones returned home 
briefly but is believed to be staying with friends. 


Ban Chinese lanterns call as car is set on fire 


A car was destroyed in a blaze which started when a 
Chinese lantern landed on its bonnet. The Vauxhall 
Corsa was parked outside the home of owners Jackie 
Tetley and David Hickenbottom in Swanfield Road, 
Wordsley, when the stray lantern landed on it, causing 
a fire which spread to the inside of the car. 

The couple described how they were alerted to the 
blaze by a neighbour and when they looked outside saw 
flames 2ft tall. It was the first of two fires, suspected to 
have been caused by Chinese lanterns, attended by 
firefighters in the Dudley borough last night. 

The other, on the Gibbons Road Industrial Estate in 
Brierley Hill, damaged a tree. The owners of the car are 
now calling for the items to be banned. 

A lantern landed on their car, causing a fire which 
spread through a vent, melting the dashboard. The 
couple are now calling for the lanterns, which consist of 
a metal frame with a candle inside, to be banned. 

Frightening 

“It’s really frightening to think what could happen - 
there was a three-quarter-full tank of petrol there; 
what if we hadn’t noticed the fire and it spread there?” 
said mother-of-one Miss Tetley. 

“They are really dangerous, and something should be 
done. My car is probably written off so I will be out of 
pocket just because someone wanted to see a pretty 
flame go up in the sky.” 

Mr Hickenbottom, aged 47, said they had been 
watching TV when a neighbour knocked on their door 
to alert them on Sunday. 

“I looked out the window and just saw flames, around 
two foot tall,” he added. 

“I couldn’t believe it. I got the hose and fought it the 
best I could while Jackie called the police and fire 
brigade. It’s shocking what damage they can cause.”

Firefighters based in Brierley Hill were called to the blaze at 
8.30pm - and less than four hours later, a crew from the same station 
were called to the other fire suspected to have been caused by a stray 
lanterns. Watch commander Dave Foley said the second fire had taken 
hold of a conifer tree at 11.55pm on the Gibbons Road Industrial 
Estate. “The estate is locked at night, with CCTV monitoring and no 
source of ignition that we could find near the tree,” he said. 

“We also found what looked like a metal frame from one of these 
kind of lanterns nearby. We can’t prove that’s what caused the fire but 
that’s what we suspect. In my personal opinion, they are very danger¬ 
ous things indeed.” 


Police asked to 
drop attack probe 

A man stabbed several times in an attack at a Halesowen 
graveyard has asked police to drop their investigation. 

The 28-year-old was found in a house nearby in Stour¬ 
bridge Road, Halesowen, on Saturday morning with life- 
threatening injuries, but is now stable. 

Halesowen Cemetery and the grounds of St John the 
Baptist Church were cordoned off for most of Saturday for 
forensic tests. 

West Midlands Police spokeswoman Pav Shergill con¬ 
firmed the case would not continue at the request of the 
victim. 

“This was an isolated incident and we do not want locals 
to be alarmed,” she said. “The local neighbourhood team 
have increased patrols in the area and they are on hand to 
speak to anyone with any concerns.” 

She refused to comment further.

Link road work may 
start within weeks

A new link road between the two 
major tourist attractions in Dudley is 
set to be one of the first projects built 
as part of a £10 million transforma¬ 
tion. 

The plans to link Dudley Zoo and the 
Black Country Living Museum have been 
in the pipeline for years but were held back 
by nearby roadworks at the Burnt Tree 
junction and the new Tesco. Since £4.5m 
European funding was agreed, plans are 
being drawn up to start work on the link 
road in Dudley within weeks. 

Dudley regeneration chief councillor Angus 
Adams, said they were keen to move the diggers 
in “as soon as possible”. 

Detailed plans are being drawn up for the 
road, which will run from near the Trading Post 
premises in Castle Hill to the back of the 
museum in nearby Tipton Road. 

The road will also provide access to the 
Dudley Canal Trust at the back of the museum. 

The scheme includes a large car park which 
would be shared by the attractions. Council 
chiefs are now planning a programme of road 
closures for the area while the work is carred 
out. 

Demolished 

Councillor Adams said: “We want to get going 
as soon as we can. 

“Everything is in place now - the old Royal 
Brierley Crystal building next to the museum 
has been demolished, so it is all set up for work 
to begin.” 

The scheme, which forms part of a wider 
project across 200 hectares of land around 
Castle Hill, eventually hopes to pave the way for 
dozens of new businesses and turn the district 
into a tourism and leisure hub. 

The foundation of this hub will be created 
with the building of a shared arrival point and 
car park for visitors to the three attractions, 
leading off Tipton Road, and the £6m Sandwell 
archive building. 

Plots for other leisure and tourism attrac¬ 
tions will be created along the road.

Three horses were killed and two seriously 
injured in an arson attack on a stables in the 
Black Country. 

Police and fire officers were investigating 
after detection equipment showed petrol was 
used to set the shelter ablaze. 

Two foals, aged six months and eight months, 
and a 14-month-old horse were trapped inside 
and killed in the fire, while two other horses 
managed to escape, possibly by kicking down 
the stable doors. One was left blind while the 
other suffered severe smoke inhalation, and 
both were put on a 24-hour emergency watch by 
a vet. 

The wreckage of the stables, in a field off 
Huntsmill Drive, Pensnett, Dudley, was discov¬ 
ered Sunday morning by its devastated owners, 
who had driven there to feed the animals. 

Owner June Thornton, aged 63, who lives 
nearby in Smithy Lane with her husband Paul, 
66, said: “I’m heartbroken.”

Hotline to 
blow the 
whistle 

Five reports have been made to a 
new hotline and website set up by 
Dudley Council to catch workers sus¬ 
pected of stealing or misusing 
resources, or outside groups that 
falsely obtain contracts or grants. 

The authority set up the new 
scheme last month so people and 
workers can blow the whistle on staff 
or groups they believe are wrongly 
using the authority’s cash and equip¬ 
ment. 

Now bosses have revealed the new 
scheme has already attracted a 
response. Councillor David Blood, 
said: “It’s one month since the launch 
of Dudley Council’s fraud hotline and 
website and to date we have received 
five reports. 

“The council remains committed to 
making sure council money is used for 
the purposes for which it is intended, 
meeting the needs of local people.” 

He added: “All reported incidents 
will be investigated thoroughly.” 

Under the new scheme, residents 
and council staff are able to report any 
suspicion of fraud which will then be 
investigated by a specialist team. 

This includes fraudulent use of 
money, such as people getting cash 
they are not entitled to, including pay¬ 
ments for contracts, supplies or 
grants.

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Rethink on festival 
as support falters 

dudleychrons@ 
expressandstar.co.uk 
Ticket sales for Dudley’s 
annual Festival of Remem¬ 
brance have plummeted in 
recent years — sparking emer¬ 
gency meetings to to address 
the issue. 

While five years ago the event 
at Dudley Concert Hall drew 
audiences of more than 600, this 
year’s concert on November 10 
seems unlikely to reach 400. 

Organisers have revealed plans 
to revamp the festival, including 
moves to increase its appeal to a 
younger audience. 

Ian Rawlings, from the Kingswin- 
ford-based Gentlemen Songsters 
Male Voice Choir, who host the 
concert every year, said he would be 
looking into joining forces with the 
Royal British Legion and other ex- 
Servicemens’ clubs. 

Ageing 

“The problem is, we have an ageing 
audience and every time one veteran 
dies you might lose four or five people 
who might have joined them at the 
concert,” he said. 

“It just doesn’t seem to appeal to a 
modern audience so we will have to 
look closely at our marketing strategy 
and how we stage the event - and we 
will have to do that as soon as this one 
is over.” 

The traditional poppy-drop, carried 
out by concert hall staff during the 
minute silence, will be slightly differ¬ 
ent this year than in previous years as 
council health and safety watchdogs 
raised concerns. In previous years, 
staff had to clamber across the roof 
and up a ladder to reach the drop spot. 

But Mr Rawlings said he was now 
examining other options such as 
having a netting system to release the 
poppies.

Hospital governor 
numbers slashed

The number of public-elected gov¬ 
ernors at a Black Country hospital 
trust is being slashed, bosses have 
announced. The move means there 
will be eight fewer representatives 
who are voted for by patients at 
Dudley borough’s three hospitals.

Hospital 
bosses say it will make the council of 
governors more efficient and it will also 
save money by reducing administra¬ 
tion costs. 

The proposals for the council of governors, 
which oversees work at the hospital trust 
and represents the interests of patients, 
have been approved by independent founda¬ 
tion trust watchdog, Monitor. 

The number of public-elected governors 
for the Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust will be reduced by eight to 13 which 
includes two each for Brierley Hill, Central 
Dudley, North Dudley, Stourbridge and 
Halesowen. While one governor will repre¬ 
sent patients in each of three wards, Rowley 
Regis and Tipton, South Staffordshire and 
Wyre Forest and the West Midlands. 

Efficiently 

There will also be a reduction in represen¬ 
tatives appointed from associated organisa¬ 
tions but the number of staff-elected 
governors will rise from six to eight. 

Governor Steve Waltho said: “Other foun¬ 
dation trusts have smaller councils of gover¬ 
nors and it works better for them. It makes 
them more manageable and means they run 
more efficiently. The bigger organisations 
get the more unruly they can be. 

“Having a smaller council will make the 
decision making process more efficient and 
help us to better represent the interests of 
the patients in the borough. There are also 
reductions in administration cost as well as 
a result of the savings.” 

The hospital trust was granted Founda¬ 
tion Trust status in 2008, giving it greater 
control over its finances.

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Residents’ anger on sites plan 


Impassioned pleas were made to 
throw out proposals for a gipsy site in 
a “deprived and forgotten” area of Kid¬ 
derminster where residents have been 
working hard to improve their sur¬ 
roundings. 

Members of the Broadwaters Resi¬ 
dents Action Group (Brag) and other 
local people spoke out at a public con¬ 
sultation meeting called by Wyre 
Forest District Council about plans for 
a gipsy and traveller site with 10 
pitches at the site of the former Sion 
Hill School. Up to 170 people attended 
the meeting. 

Sarah Rook, chairman of Brag, said: 
“We are in a ward in one of the 10 per 


cent most deprived areas - with high 
crime and low attainment. We believe 
we are the forgotten estate and are 
fighting hard to change this. 

“We would like the site to be the new 
Wyre Forest special school or a train¬ 
ing centre - education is what it 
should be used for.” 

Resident John Bennett, of Upton 
Road, said he knew of someone living 
near the former school whose home 
had dropped in value from £140,000 to 
£80,000 as a result of the gipsy site 
plan. “You will be devaluing people’s 
lives by 40 per cent — it’s an absolute 
disgrace,” he said. 

Brag member Bev Royal told the 


meeting, held at Wolverley Memorial 
Hall, there was no room at local 
schools or doctors’ practices to cope 
with travellers. 

Wyre Forest District Councillor for 
Broadwaters, Howard Martin, said: 
“If the site at Sion Hill isn’t developed 
suitably for the local community the 
area will go back into decline.” 

Wyre Forest Council says it needs to 
create a total of 43 extra pitches by 
2022, as well as a site for travelling 
showpeople. The council is asking for 
views on sites for gipsy pitches includ¬ 
ing Manor Farm, St John’s Road, the 
Gables Yard, Saiwen and land adja¬ 
cent Nunn’s Corner, all in Stourport. 


MP in bid 
to launch 
debate 

A Black Country MP has 
led a backbench debate in 
Parliament on NHS care of 
the elderly. 

Margot James, MP for 
Stourbridge called the de¬ 
bate after the Care Quality 
Commission’s recent report, 
based on unannounced visits 
to hospitals throughout 
England, revealed concerns 
in standards of care for 
elderly patients. Some 20 per 
cent of hospitals were identi¬ 
fied as failing to meet their 
legal requirements on care. 

During the debate Ms 
James called for nurses to 
spend more time on the 
ward during their training. 

She also asked Paul Bur- 
stow, the Minister for Care 
Services, to meet with the 
Nursing and Midwifery 
Council to discuss how best 
to take this idea forward. 

Mr Burstow replied that 
he would discuss the matter 
with the minister responsi¬ 
ble for nursing, Anne Milton. 

Ms James said afterw¬ 
ards: “For a long time re¬ 
search has confirmed the 
failings in our care of older 
people without effective 
action being taken to remedy 
it or to reduce the problem.” 


Ced pitches in to restore caravan 


Work is nearly complete 
on a replica Gipsy caravan 
that was just moments 
away from being destroyed 
in a fire at a Midland 
museum. 

Volunteer Ced Lewis, 
aged 82, had spent about 
400 hours on the project 
over three years at the 
County Museum in Hartle- 
bury Castle, near Kidder¬ 
minster. 

The two-thirds size 
wooden caravan, called Bita 
Rawni - Romani for “the 
little princess” - was 
dragged to safety by fire¬ 
fighters as a blaze tore 
through a workshop earlier 
this month. 

Replaced 

Some of the intricate 
paintwork was damaged 
and two inside doors had to 
be replaced but Mr Lewis, of 
Penn, Wolverhampton, said 
it could have been “so much 
worse”. He added: “The 
flames were literally yards 
away — a few more moments 
and the caravan would have 
been a pile of ash. I was 
upset the paintwork was 
spoiled but I am so grateful 
to the fire crews that saved 
it.” 

Mr Lewis, a retired engi¬ 
neer, hopes to put the 
caravan on display to visi¬ 
tors early next year.

Work to start on college campus 


Construction work on a new multi¬ 
million pound sixth form and higher 
education centre will get under way 
within weeks according to Dudley 
College principal Lowell Williams. 

A work programme is being fin¬ 
alised for the development of the new 
base on the corner of Priory Road and 
Ednam Road in the heart of Dudley. 

Preparatory work will has started 
before contractors are welcomed on 
site in around two weeks time. 

The announcement comes as the 
college’s vocational centre in Tower 
Street starts to take shape. 

The metal frame for the building 
can be seen while the historic facade of 


the former fire station, which is being 
redeveloped, has been retained. 

Staff and students can follow the 
progress of the project via a web cam 
set up at the construction site. 

Mr Williams said: “Work is going 
fantastically well. Now we can see it 
being built we can it will be a land¬ 
mark building in Dudley.” 

Altered 

The sixth form and higher educa¬ 
tion centre, called Dudley Sixth, will 
be built on land by Grade II listed 
Kudos House. 

College bosses had originally 
wanted to demolish the building but 


had to go back to the drawing board 
after it was awarded listed status. It 
will now be altered so that it can be 
used by workers at the college. 

The sixth form, which will offer A- 
level courses, will have teaching 
rooms, science and language labs as 
well as a resource study centre and 
student social space. 

Mr Williams said a start date is now 
imminent. He said: ‘We will start work 
very soon. Remedial work will start 
this week and the main contractors 
will be on site in a couple of weeks.” 

The two developments form part of 
a new £30million university-style 
campus for the college. 


Car parks 
revamp 
has begun 

Resurfacing work has 
begun at a Black Country 
car park - heralding the 
start of a major revamp of a 
town centre shopping 
complex. Work on the entry 
and exit ramps of Ryemar- 
ket car park in Stourbridge 
got underway recently. 

Work is being carried out 
at the car park ahead of the 
demolition of the 458-space 
Bell Street multi-storey car 
park, which is due to take 
place in the new year.

Council staff 
in transfer plan 

The findings of a report being prepared by Dudley 
Council as part of plans which could see up to 500 
authority staff transferred to a new company set up 
to carry out repairs on homes are set to go before 
borough bosses next month. 

The council gave the go-ahead in principle earlier 
this year to establish a new way of providing the 
repairs and maintenance of the council’s housing 
stock of 23,000 homes with a “joint venture 
company”. 

It is designed to deliver a repairs and maintenance 
service for the council’s housing stock. Bosses say it 
is hoped it will provide “better value for money” by 
integrating the council’s resources with the private 
sector. 

The council also says that it would be able to retain 
more influence over future service delivery than a 
traditional tender process would allow and that this 
would help to ensure services in the future. 

Employees within the council’s building services 
division would be employed by the new company in a 
move which would see their terms and conditions 
protected, the authority says. 

Councillor Adrian Turner, cabinet member for 
housing, libraries and adult learning, said the coun¬ 
cil was still working on the plans in an attempt to 
ensure that the authority got the best value for 
money deal possible. 

“Since cabinet’s approval in the summer, we have 
been carrying out work to determine the scope of the 
potential contract to ensure the council is safe¬ 
guarded and is getting best value for money,” he said. 

Councillor Turner added: “Work is ongoing, and 
the findings are planned to be reported to cabinet at 
the end of this year.”

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Savers turning to 
building societies

People in the West Midlands are 
turning to building societies to look after 
their savings as the ongoing financial 
crisis continues to bite hard. 

People choosing to place their savings in 
building societies rose at the start of the cash 
crisis as confidence in banks plummeted. 

And bosses from the region’s leading societies said 
it was a trend which had continued as savers contin¬ 
ued to deposit large sums and new members open 
accounts. 

Bosses from the Tipton and Coseley Building 
Society said residents had placed around £4.5 
million savings with them in August alone - com¬ 
pared with £ 1.3m at the same time last year. Officials 
said the sum was close to the record amount resi¬ 
dents saved with the society in July 2010 of £5.9m. 

Building society chief executive Chris Martin 
said: “The £4.5m amount is the total figure after 
withdrawals and other transactions have been 
carried out. It shows people have faith in building 
societies as a safe pair of hands for their money. The 
point is that from the beginning the money does not 
belong to the society but its members. 

Security 

“The main priority is to protect that money and 
ensure it is looked after on behalf of members. It is 
about providing security at a challenging time.” 

Savings in Dudley Building Society rose by more 
than £7 million over the last year. At this stage in 
2010, there was £284,089,000 saved in the building 
society, and this has increased to £291,340,000. 

Chief executive Geoff Caves said the firm had not 
been actively promoting any offers but said the 
increase was “very positive”. He said: “People want 
to save when there’s a downturn because they want 
to be prepared for the impact it could have on them.” 

Bosses from the West Bromwich said they were 
unable to provide figures for over the last few months 
for a comparison as they were in a closed period ahead 
of its half-year results. 

But they said 29,500 new savers had joined the 
society during the last financial year placing the total 
membership at nearly 540,000. 

Divisional director for the society Stephen 
Leonard said: “Our savings products have appeared 
in the best buy tables more than 900 times this year 
so far, which helps members during a time of sus¬ 
tained economic difficulty.” 

Louise Holmes, spokeswoman for financial infor¬ 
mation company MoneyFacts, said: “In the savings 
account market, building societies offer some of the 
more competitive rates compared to the banks.”

Yes to academy bid 

Governors have voted through plans to transform a 
Halesowen high school into an academy — despite mass 
opposition from teachers and parents. 

The Earls High School will become an academy by the 
start of next year, with school chiefs claiming the decision 
will give more control over budgets. 

Around 100 people turned out to protest against the plan 
last month, claiming there had not been a thorough consul¬ 
tation, claiming the move would make the school less 
accountable. 

Vice principal Richard Jacobs said he believed the 
decison was “very positive” - and reassured worried staff 
and parents that the school would continue to run exactly 
as it is currently.

Campaigners are consid¬ 
ering legal action if West 
Midlands Fire Authority 
persists with the plan to 
close Halesowen fire station 
and axe the crew, leaving 
one crew to cover both 
areas. 

Fire Brigades Union rep¬ 
resentative Andy Dennis 
said the proposals were 
“vastly different” now than 
when the merger was first 
agreed in 2009. 

“Back then, we were 
promised there would be 
two crews, and that a new 
joint station would be built 
in a suitable location to 
serve both areas,” he said. 

“Both of those things have 
now been scrapped, 
meaning the plans are dif¬ 
ferent enough that a new 
public consultation needs to 
be held.” 

He said figures show that 
of the £l.lmillion the 
authority claims it will save 
by axing one engine, more 
than £800,000 was wages, 
and bosses have vowed the 
move will not lead to redun¬ 
dancies, just redeployment. 

“So in real terms, they are 


actually saving less than 
£300,000 on running the 
building - is that really 
worth it?” he added. 

Unison worker and Hale¬ 
sowen resident Tony Barns¬ 
ley said the rally had been 
well supported. 

“We got a lot of good feed¬ 
back and many people feel 
the way I do - that as a 
Halesowen resident, I have 
the right to be safe in my 
own home,” he said. “I 
would like to know what 
price they are putting on our 
lives.” 

Halesowen & Rowley 
Regis MP James Morris has 
also joined the fight against 
the cuts and vowed to 
support the campaign group 
in seeking legal advice. 

“Members agreed we 
should be looking at all pos¬ 
sible options for opposing 
the plans, including a legal 
challenge,” he said. 

“It does seem what the fire 
service originally consulted 
on was substantially differ¬ 
ent from the plans they now 
intend to implement.”

They are now collecting a petition in a bid to try to 
get the decision reversed. However, Beacon landlord 
John Hughes said he had become concerned for 
people’s safety after three “serious complaints” were 
made. One of the incidents involved a man being 
bitten on the ankle. 

The Beacon, which has been named West Midlands Pub 
of the Year by Camra for four years running, was one of 
only a few pubs where dogs were allowed, said Mr Hughes. 

Victoria Perry, aged 33, said she was shocked to see a 
notice in the pub informing customers that dogs would be 
banned. She has been taking Wilf, her four-year-old King

Charles Spaniel, along to The Beacon for four years, and 
has been going there regularly for the last eight years. 

She claims to have the support of scores of regulars in 
her fight against the new rules. 

Mrs Perry, a nurse in A&E at Dudley’s Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital, said: “Dogs have been welcome as long as anyone can 
remember so I was really shocked when I saw that notice. 

Atmosphere 

“A lot of people go to the pub for the good beer and the 
atmosphere - but also because it is dog-friendly. People 
take their dogs out for a walk and then pop in for a drink.” 

Mr Hughes said: “Pubs that sell food no longer allow dogs 
but, as we only focus on ale, we tend to get more than our 
fair share here. We love dogs, don’t get me wrong, and it is 
regrettable that we have had to make this decision. 

“But I have a duty of care to my customers. We have chil¬ 


dren’s areas and I am concerned that something serious 
could happen.” Mr Hughes sparked controversy last year 
when he banned a blind dog from his pub, saying there had 
been a number of complaints about 12-year-old mongrel 
Toby urinating on the floor.

Metal 

thieves 

targeted 

Undercover police officers 
are being dispatched to scrap 
metal dealers across the 
West Midlands to conduct a 
series of test purchases 
looking for stolen metal. 

The covert purchases are 
being made as part of Oper¬ 
ation Stealth, a scheme 
launched by police to cut 
down on metal thieves 
plaguing the region. 

A day of action to promote 
the operation saw 20 scrap¬ 
yards across Dudley visited 
and Stealth posters warn¬ 
ing of police action were put 
up. One man was fined £500 
and issued a notice of prose¬ 
cution by Customs and 
Revenue officers, who 
joined the team and carried 
out 33 dip-tests on scrap 
vans, looking for illegal red 
diesel fuel, while Environ¬ 
ment Agency workers were 
on-hand checking for waste 
carriers’ licences. 

Sgt Jay Gregory, who led 
the action, said the day had 
raised awareness. “Scrap 
dealers are now in no doubt 
of the action they will face if 
they are caught accepting 
stolen goods,” he said. 

Insp Richard Jones said 
since Operation Stealth was 
launched in July, the 
number of metal-related 
offences had fallen by 
around half. 


Deaths 
at work 
increase 

The number of people 
killed at work in the West 
Midlands increased by 44 
per cent in the past year, 
new figures claim. 

There were 13 fatal 
injuries in the year to 
March, up from nine in the 
previous 12 months. The 
number of deaths had fallen 
in each of the last three 
years. The region mirrored 
the national picture, with 
deaths on the rise but falls 
in the number of people 
injured and unwell at work. 

There were 2,259 major 
injuries reported, including 
amputations, fractures and 
burns, compared to 2,464 in 
2009/10. Total injuries were 
down 5.7 per cent. 

Nationally 171 fatal 
injuries were suffered in the 
workplace, up from 147 in 
the previous 12 months. 

Major injuries were down 
from 26,268 to 24,700 and 
there were 90,653 other 
injuries serious enough to 
keep people off work for four 
or more days, the Health 
and Safety Executive statis¬ 
tics show. 

In 2009/10 the figure was 
96,427. An estimated 1.2 
million people said they 
were suffering from an 
illness caused or made 
worse by their work, down 
from 1.3 million in 2009/10.

“spurious” and thrown out. Council bosses have 
revealed they have paid out just £500,000 for the 
claims. 

They warned greedy personal injury lawyers who launch 
dozens of no-win, no-fee claims that they would “rigorously 
defend” such cases, which in recent months have included 
someone who fell over in the rain on a pedestrian crossing 
and tried to sue. 

Seriously 

Councillor Tim Wright, said the authority would also 
consider claiming back any costs incurred by the authority 
if the claim was unfounded. 

“No matter how silly a claim sounds, obviously we 
always undertake a full investigation,” he said. “But we 
will not take money out of the taxpayer’s pocket to fund 


these spurious claims.” He said the council was willing to 
admit liability where appropriate — but in the past four 
years that had amounted to just 99 cases. 

A further 269 claims are still being negotiated. Finance 
councillor David Blood said: “While we take our responsi¬ 
bilities and genuine liabilities very seriously indeed, we 
also take the need to protect taxpayers’ money very seri¬ 
ously too. 

“Public sector organisations such as councils can often be 
seen as an easy target for compensation claims but people 
need to be aware we will not be taken for a ride. 

“While the authority will always rigorously defend spu¬ 
rious claims the council will also always fully accept its 
responsibility to compensate individuals where the 
authority is found to be liable.” 

Other nonsense claims have included a roller skater who 
was knocked over by another skater at a leisure centre. 


Recovery hope 
over millions 

Hopes have been raised that a Midland council will get 
back millions of pounds it invested in Icelandic banks fol¬ 
lowing a court ruling. 

Wyre Forest District Council invested £9 million in the 
banks and has been able to reclaim just over a third since 
they collapsed two and a half years ago. 

Council bosses have repeatedly stated they were confi¬ 
dent they will get most of the cash back as it has been allo¬ 
cated priority status, meaning it should receive a return of 
90p for every £1 invested. 

However, bond holders in the banks challenged this for 
a second time. 

But the Icelandic Supreme Court has now ruled in a test 
case that the priority status can remain. 

The council must now wait to see if this verdict is applied 
to all creditors - including itself—but bosses say the result 
is a positive step forward. 

The council has a £3m deposit with Landsbanki which 
was due to mature in late October 2008. The court action 
has been ongoing for over a year and has involved councils 
from across the country. Council leader John Campion 
said: “We are delighted the Icelandic Supreme Court has 
found in favour of UK local authorities and other UK 
wholesale depositors.”

Fire services pay out £200,000 


Fire services in West Midlands and 
Staffordshire paid out more than 
£200,000 asking for advice from con¬ 
sultants, new figures reveal. 

Experts were brought in to help in 
areas such as IT, website design, health 
and safety and purchasing between 
January 2010 and September 2011. 

The spending - totalling £212,097 - 
comes as bosses at both brigades try to 
shave millions of pounds off their 
budgets for the next four years. 

Around £149,600 was spent on 
outside help from consultancy firms by 
Staffordshire Fire and Rescue Service 
during the 18 month period, while the 
bill for West Midlands Fire Service was 


£62,497. The spending in Stafford¬ 
shire included £59,477 on employing 
an equality and diversity consultant. 
And around £24,517 was paid out on 
business expertise, although this was 
later reimbursed by Improvement and 
Efficiency for West Midlands. 

Director of organisational develop¬ 
ment at Staffordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service, Becci Bryant said the spend¬ 
ing equated to approximately 0.2 per 
cent of the service’s total budget. 

“There are occasions when we re¬ 
quire the services of consultants. This 
is usually because we don’t have the 
expertise in a certain area or we 
require the services of an independent 


party. Decisions to employ consultants 
are not taken lightly and ensuring we 
receive good value for money is always 
at the forefront of our minds,’’she said. 

Among the spending by West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service was around £9,300 
paid out to human resources firm 
Howard Parvin Personnel Consul¬ 
tancy and £1,600 to IT firm UC4 Ltd. 

Chairman of West Midlands Fire 
and Rescue Authority John Edwards 
said: “The Fire Authority has a good 
reputation as an efficient and effective 
value-for-money organisation and our 
limited use of external consultancy 
support on a very limited basis is evi¬ 
dence of this.” 


Offender 
list on the 
increase 

The number of people 
added to the sex offender 
list in Worcestershire, 
Shropshire and Hereford¬ 
shire almost doubled in the 
last year. 

Courts across the area 
covered by West Mercia 
Police imposed 77 Sexual 
Offence Prevention Orders 
(SOPOs) over the 12 months 
leading up to March 31 - up 
from 41 the year before. The 
figures are revealed in the 
annual report of West 
Mercia Multi Agency Public 
Protection Arrangements 
(MAPPA). 

The report details how 
the police work with other 
criminal justice agencies to 
protect the public from 
known offenders, such as 
the 792 registered sex 
offenders in the area - as of 
March 31 - 249 violent 
offenders and 10 other crim¬ 
inals labelled as “danger¬ 
ous”. 

Detective Superinten¬ 
dent Martin Lakeman, head 
of public protection for West 
Mercia Police, said: “Over 
the past 12 months agencies 
have worked effectively 
together to manage those 
that pose the greatest risk.”

A popular waterways festival 
in Brierley Hill has been saved 
after an events company offered 
a £1 fee to take it on. 

Staffordshire-based CCEM has 
struck a deal with Dudley Council to 
buy the rights to host the annual 
Festival of Water and Light at the 
Waterfront. 

The event attracts more than 12,000 
people every year. 

Boating enthusiasts were left disap¬ 
pointed when this year’s event was can¬ 
celled last month due to funding 
difficulties - but CCEM, based in Tam- 
worth, has agreed to take on full respon¬ 
sibility for all future events.

“This meant the council had 
to make up the difference - and in the 
current climate that is unsustainable. 

“So I took the decision to cancel this 
year’s event. 

Fantastic 

“Fortunately, CCEM are willing to 
take it on themselves and although it’s 
too late for this year it can now continue 
next year, which is fantastic. 

He said an Asset Purchase Agreement 
was now being drawn up with CCEM, 
which has collaborated with the council 
to hold the event for the past four years, 
with a nominal payment of £1 to the 
council. 

Boating enthusiast Paddy Grice, who 
helped organise a last-minute replace¬ 
ment festival when this year’s was can¬ 
celled, also welcomed the news. “I am 
very glad that this event will be able to go 
forward - the reason we staged the event 
was to keep the date in the diary and 
show there is still interest there,” he 
said. 

“CCEM have done wonderfully in pre¬ 
vious years and I’m confident we are in 
safe hands for future events.”

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Triumph 
back with 


new look 

IT SEEMS rather over the top to describe 
Triumph’s new Speed Triple as a legend when it 
only appeared in showrooms this year. 

But while Triumph twins remain icons of a previous gener¬ 
ation, the three-cylinder engines launched in 1994 propelled 
the new generation of bikes into the 21 st century and quickly 
established a following of their own. 

In that same year, Triumph conceived what was to become 
known as the “streetfighter” class: Sports machines without 
the conventional fairing and windshield. 

Pundits rated the previous Speed Triple as among the best 
in its class. The new machine is even better, with a radical 
new look, new instruments, a little more power and a lot 
better handling. 

The 1,050cc beast has 133bhp (up from 129bhp) and an 
all-new tubular alloy frame. That enabled the engineers to 
move the engine’s position slightly forward, improving 
balance and making for sharper steering and more agile han¬ 
dling. 

Exhausts 

Redesigned exhausts help boost power, and while not 
noisy you’re always aware of the pleasing growl on acceler¬ 
ation and the “pop pop” from the cans as you close the throt¬ 
tle to set up for a corner. The new bike has a flatter torque 
curve, too, for smooth, flowing performance throughout the 
rev range, from first to sixth gear. 

The Triumph made easy work of the twisting byways of the 
Shropshire border as well as safely making its way through 
slower traffic on busy A roads, the instant response to a 
touch of throttle making for quick, safe overtaking. 

The seat is now a little thinner and a touch lower, making 
the Speed Triple more comfortably accessible for short¬ 
legged riders such as me. 

At the front, the round twin headlights have been replaced 
by a more modern, faceted design and there’s a new, easier 
to read digital instrument display. 

The new bike is short wheelbase, which aids agility, with an 
edgier, futuristic design which is certainly eye-catching, par¬ 
ticular in the white livery of the test bike. 

The mass is so well-concentrated in the centre of the 
machine that a short plastic “fish tail” protrudes from under 
the rear seats to hold the rear lights beyond the back wheel. 

The use of race-derived Metzeler K3 tyres seems to cope 
particular well with putting the Speed Triple’s power and 
torque down safely and securely. 

At £8,799 (plus £600 if you choose the ABS version) the 
Speed Triple is reasonably priced for a large capacity 
machine with sports bike performance.
